CELTICS IN ROMP

The Celtics continued their uncanny spell over Minneapolis, 
defeating the Western Sector Lakers, 118 to 106 at the Garden 
last night in a bargain arrangement which included an Ice 
Capades showing all for the price of one ticket. 

A turnout of 10,000 fans was on hand to see the basketeers 
tap off but Red Auerbach's club failed to warm up to the active 
business at hand until the third period when they outscored the 
visitors 35 to 27 to practically seal their 14th consecutive win 
over Johnnt Kundla's club over a two-year period. 

The victory, Boston's 11th in 13 on the Garden floor this 
year and 20th in their last 25, was sparked per custom by the 
incomparable Bob Cousy, whoi tied the Lakers' great freshman, 
Elgin Baylor for the night's high scoring honors with 30. 

Aiding the Couz were a hot-handed Bill Sharman, who 
tallied 15 of his 18 markers in the fulsome third stanza and a Bill 
Russell who failed to "get mad" until late in the second period. 

Russell had but three foul conversions up to the half-way 
mark of the second period, when, galled by the aggressive 
defensive tactics of sophomore center Jim Krebs, he dug into his 
repertoire to tally 13 of his 23 points in the second half, and rack 
up 17 of his 29 rebounds. 


Heinsohn Great 


Needing no needle and playing great ball all the way was 
Tommy Heinsohn, with 18 points and 18 off the boards while Jim 
Loscutoff chipped in with 12 points on fix "fielders." 

Coach Red Auerbach ordered an all-court press at the outset 
of the third period which saw the locals down 51 to 48 at its 
outset. The move paid off against such slow and burly performers 
for the Lakers as veterans Larry Foust and Vern Mikkelsen along 
with the lanky Krebs. 

Boston, down 40 to 31 at the halfway mark of the second 
session, called a time out and from this juncture managed to 
outscore Kundla's club, minus backcourt star Bob Leonard, 27 to 
12 to take a 58 to 52 lead at the four-minute mark of the third 
period. The Lakers were at least four points in arrears from here 
to the end falling at least five points back all the way. 

The visitors, however, were still in the ball game, trailing 
102 to 97 with three and a-half to go in the last frame. Here 
Russell blocked successive goal tries by both Foust and 
Mikkelsen, forcing a jump ball on the second coup. 

Cousy proved the value of this defensive gem by 
nonchalantly hitting a patented one-hander from 20 feet out and 
the omnipresent Heinsohn, came from nowhere to bat back in a 


stray offensive rebound and a 106 to 98 Boston reading which 
proved more than sufficient.

But Cavaliers, Hawks, Also Win, Dim Hopes

PORTLAND, Ore. - It was the Mathematically Dying vs. 
the Physically Depleted - a lovely sort of brawl, presided over 
(after a fashion) by Don Murphy and Walter Rooney. 

And when the howls had died down from the fouled out 
(Kermit Washington, Tom Owens and Corky Calhoun), the 
receipient of a technical (Jack Ramsey), and the usual 12,666 in 
attendance, the Celtics had survived another day, taking away a 
104-92 victory over the crippled Trail Blazers (four men out) last 
night at Memorial Coliseum. 

It was the only time Boston had managed to beat Portland 
anywhere this year, and it kept their largely illusionary playoff 
hopes alive - even though they watched their numbers drop 
another notch. 

Coming in, the Celtics knew that Cleveland had beaten 
Seattle at The Coliseum, and that Atlanta had taken Los Angeles 
at The Omni. . .thereby reducing the Magic Elimination Number 
to two with the Cavaliers and four with the Hawks before they 
even tapped off here. 

But they also knew there'd never be a better time to beat the 
Blazers in their own building. Larry Steele and Lloyd Neal were 
on the injured list, Bob Gross had just had surgery on an ankle, 
and Bill Walton, who warmed up before the game, still wasn't 
ready for action. 

So that left Maurice Lucas, who'd missed the last five games 
with a bruised ankle tendon, as the only regular forward with the 
likes of Corky Calhoun, Willie Norwood and Dale Schlusted 
available as filler. 

Not that the Celtics were totally chipper, either - Curtis 
Rowe was at home, and Sidney Wicks, who'd come down with 
flu symptoms, was back at the hotel. 

Still, the Celtics had no trouble rubbing out a 9-3 deficit and 
rolling up a 55-44 halftime lead, enjoying a 19-point advantage 
along the way. Depth, muscle and fine shooting by Dave Cowens 


(12 points) and Dave Bing (14). . .plus some fine team defense. . 
.did it all. Three times Portland was held a full three minutes 
without a basket, as Boston tore off chunks like 9-0 and 18-4 
with a full Coliseum house sitting silent. 

And after Kevin Stacom and Bing had run clinic-style 
breaks, with Kermit Washington (nine and five rebounds the first 
half) grabbing anything that stayed loose, it was 51-39, and a 
furious Jack Ramsey was drawing a technical. 

And before the second half was even six minutes old, the 
odds had improved even more in Boston's favor. Calhoun, who'd 
had five on him at intermission, fouled out in 66 seconds, and 
Owens banged his knee in a baseline scramble and had to sit out 
for four minutes. 

So the Celtics merely had to neutralize Lionel Hollins (20 
after three quarters), who had become the Portland offense. they 
did that with a heavy dash of Bing (22 by now), Washington, and 
a touch of Havlicek. Heading into the fourth quarter, it was 
82-68, and it was as safe as a reasonable man cold xect. 

But it came down to a Rip City screamer, as Boston scored 
only one basket in the next five minutes, Washington fouled out 
in a floor scramble with a 6:31 left and the Blazer, behind Owens 
and Johnny Davis, cut it to eight (86-78). 

So Cowens merely ripped the game away, tossing in two 
offensive rebounds, a long bomb and two free throws over the 
next three minutes, made it 94-82 and rescured Boston from 
danger.

BROOKS BACKS UP 
ORR, 3-2

The Bruins won a hockey game - a goaltender's game - last 
night. But don't look at the standings. Buffalo won and the Sabres 
are still 14 points ahead of the Bruins. This is not to put down the 
Bruins. As goalie Ross Brooks said, "The guys played super - 
when you win, 20 guys win and when you lose, 20 guys lose." 

The Bruins didn't use 20 guys last night in defeating 
Pittsburgh, 3-2. And at times it looked as though Pittsburgh had 
20 guys in the goal - Gary Inness played that well. 

"It may be that I've faced that many shots (46) in a game," 
said Inness "but not that many good shots." 

Brooks, playing for the first time since Nov. 7, didn't have a 
soft spot night of it either. Pittsburgh threw 31 shots at him. 

"I knew a few days ago I was going to play," said Brooks, 
"and I had to get ready for it. I saw more pucks in the last two 
days in practice than I did in this game." 

The winning goal: Off the stick of Bobby Orr and off the leg 
of defenseman Bob Paradise. It came at 13:33 of the third 
perioid, right off a faceoff. Gregg Sheppard beat rookie Pierre 
Larouche for the faceoff and zipped it back to Orr, edging in off 
the right point. Orr hit a 40-foot slap shot which hit Paradise's leg 
and went into the far corner of the net. 

The Bruins had to scramble a little to get up to the 3-2 tie in 
the second period. 

Bobby Schmautz started the Bruins off 1-0 with his fifth 
goal at 7:16 of the first period. "I went behind the net and got the 
puck away from both a forward and the goalie," said Johnny 


Bucyk, "and I threw it out to Schmautz." He was at the right side 
of the net. The puck and Ron Schock's stick arrived at about the 
same time. 

"I didn't get good wood on it," said Schmautz, "but it went 
between the goalie's legs." Bucyk thought "the goalie was 
hurrying to get back to the edge when the puck went it." It was 
another milestone for Bucyk - his 700th career assist. 

Pittsburgh scored the next two goals to take a 2-1 lead at the 
end of the first prtiod. Lowell MacDonald, with a righthanded 
swing lined the rebound of a Jean Pronovost shot past Brooks. 
Chuck Arnason put Pittsburgh ahead when he tapped the puck 
between Brooks's skates when the Boston goalie fanned on a 
peaping attempt. 

"The shot came from the other side of the ice," said Brooks. 
"T lost it up here (pointing to his chest). I need to sweep it away 
with my stick after it hit me, all in one motion and I missed." 

Another reaction from another Bruin to another chest high 
shot brought the Bruins up to the 2-2 tie at 7:02 of the second 
period. 

Carol Vadnais fired at Inness from the right point. Then 
came the scramble. "I got a piece of it," said Andre Savard, "and 
Terry took over and lifted it up." 

"It bounced back up in front of me," said O'Reilly "and I 
knocked it down and saw it at my feet and I swung at it." 

Brooks might have saved the victory early in the third 
period, when he bounced from post to post to makes good saves 
on MacDonald and Arnason. 

And maybe it was the Savard line with heavy-hitter O'Reilly 
setting the tempo that started the Bruins toward the winning goal. 

O'Reilly harassed the Penguins endlessly. He checked Ron 
Lalonde hard at center ice and then spun Paradise around in the 
Pittsburgh end. And pretty soon Dave Forbes had forced a 
penalty by Kelly Pratt (10:23). The Bruins didn't score on this 
power play, but the momentum carried over to Orr's goal. 

"It's always nice to win," said Brooks.

Flurry In Third Subdues Quebec

QUEBEC - Wayne Milbury II," said Nevin Markwart, "and 
Ray Bourque's stick." In such a light-hearted manner did the 
player once known as the Kamikaze Kid relish the winning goal 
he scored for the Bruins last night. 

He combined the NHL scoring champion, Wayne Gretzky 
of Edmonton, with an impudent reference to the two goals that 
teammate Mike Milbury scored in consecutive games before a 
back ailment sidelined him, and with Norris Trophy- bound 
teammate Ray Bourque. 

Markwart's goal, 33 seconds after Tom McCarthy's 29th 
early in the third period had broken a 2-2 tie, kept 
the Bruins alive for second place in the Adams Division. It 
brought them a 4-3 victory over Quebec and put them one point 
behind Montreal, which plays Hartford tonight in the Forum. 

"I don't have a lot of tricks in my hat," said Markwart. "I just 
decided what I was going to do and I wasn't going to change my 
mind." 


Markwart had started to backcheck Anton Stastny when "the 
puck turned over very quickly, Anton fell down and Steve Kasper 
had it," he said. Kasper moved down the right side; Markwart 
tured and headed for the goal from the left. Kasper gave him the 
puck, and Markwart was cutting across the front of the goal. He 
went to his backhand and slid the puck behind goalie Clint 
Malarchuk. "If he doesn't come with me, it's easy," said 
Markwart. "He started to and then he stopped. I was just fortunate 
it worked. It doesn't work too often. The pass was the big part of 
the play." 

And a line that was put together after a shoulder injury took 
Greg Johnston out of the game in the first period played a major 
role in the victory. With Johnston out, coach Terry O'Reilly put 
Dwight Foster at right wing with Kasper and Markwart. Foster, 
playing on a different line, had a goal and assisted on Markwart's 
goal. 

This was not an easy victory, "but we had tremendous 
contributions from everybody," said O'Reilly. Especially Bill 
Ranford in the goal. It was a game played in alternating currents. 
The Nordiques came out strong and forechecked their way to 
some early scoring chances. Then as the game moved past the 
five- minute mark, the Bruins took over the first period, taking a 
2-0 lead. The Nordiques took over a big piece of the second 
period, tied the game and were prevented from taking the lead by 
Ranford's great save on Michel Goulet's power-play bid. 
The Bruins popped two quick goals in the third period, and the 
Nordiques were effectively beaten despite a goal by Basil 
McRae. 

Rick Middleton, continuing to play the way he used to, 
scored the first goal, his 15th in 18 games. It came on a power 
play started by Reed Larson at the right point. Larson jumped to 
bat down a Nordique clearance with his hand, and the goal was in 
motion. The puck went to McCarthy at the bottom of the right 
circle, then to Cam Neely in the slot to the right and then to 
Middleton at the left post. He swept it in. Foster put the lead at 
2-0 on a good pass from Ken Linseman, hitting the puck from 12 
feet out on the left. The Bruins were passing the puck so sharply 
and so accurately that it looked as if they would play behind the 
Quebec defense all night. 

The Nordiques, however, came back to tie in the second 
period, Anton Stastny scoring on a 35-footer behind a screen, and 
Jeff Brown whipping a shot off the right wing boards through 
Ranford's pads. "That goal almost frustrated me," said Ranford. 

In the third period, the Bruins jumped to a 4-2 lead on 
McCarthy's and Markwart's goals. McCarthy's developed off a 
rebound of a Neely shot. "I don't know if it hit me on the way to 
the goal or if the rebound hit me," said Middleton. "I know I 
turned to grab it and I saw McCarthy coming and I jumped." 
McCarthy said the puck was behind him, "and I had to shoot it 
immediately. Middleton jumped out of the way and created a 
screen and little hole for me." McCarthy's shot went by 
Malarchuk's left. 

"This was a big win," said McCarthy. "Winning a couple on 
the road adds confidence and makes us believe we're as good on 
the road as we are at home." 

The Bruins have won four in a row, six of their last seven -- 
a nice rhythm with the playoffs approaching.

RED SOX BUMP 
SENATORS TWICE 
MOVE UP IN RACE 


Hitting of Myer, Pitching of Harriss and Ed 
Morris Features Double Victory at Capital - 
Scores 2-1 and 7-1 


WASHINGTON - The Red Sox boosted their margin of 
advantage in games won over the Senators this season to an 11 to 
eight count by taking both ends of the bargain show staged on 
their one-day visit to the capital this afternoon and incidentally 
climbed into fifth place at the expense of the Harrismen. 

They triumphed in the opener, 2 to 1, to give Bryan Harriss 
victory in a tight mound duel with Milton Gaston, a 
seventh-inning uprising in which Myer, Ken Williams, Regan 
and Gerber were factors, proving decisive, and then battered a 
trio of hurlers to cop the closing encounter, in which Big Ed 
Morris hurled impressively, by a count of 7 to 1. 

Myer was the batting leader for the day with a home run, 
triple and double in the initial combat and a pair of one-basers in 
the second sortie. 


Senators Count First 


It looked as if Slim harriss would get off to a poor start in 
the opening combat when Rice led off with a safety. Bucky 
Harris popped up a foul and barnes, after walking, was forced by 
Goslin, who stole second. 

Bryan was equal to this emergency when he rendered 
Judge's bat impotent and he sailed through the second inning, but 
was nicked for a tally in round 3. Gaston paved the way with a 
safety that skidded past Gerber and netted two sacks, the pitcher 
advancing a notch on Rice's retirement and counting on Bucky 
Harris' fly to Flagstead. 

The Sox looked anything but formidable at bat until well 
toward the close of the combat and were unable to take advantage 
of what chances were afforded them. For instance, Taitt was 
snuffed stealing after getting a life on Harris’ miscue in the 
second. Hofmann hit into a double play after Reeves messed up 
Gerber's bounder in the third and Myer's "sun double" in the 
fourth was voided when Ken Williams rolled weakly to the box, 
but after an additional pair of fruitless frames the Sox went to the 
front. 


Myer Clouts Homer 


Myer knotted the count without any assistance in the 
seventh when he lined a safety to right center and sprinted around 
to the counting block before the ball could be ferried in. Todt 
whiffed, but Ken Williams socked a bingle to right and took third 
when regan cleverly placed a safety through the spot just vacated 
by Harris and then, after Taitt was set down on strikes, Gerber 
looped a Texas leaguer to right that neither Harris nor Rice could 
quite reach and the Sox were a tally to the good, the splurge 
being ended when Bluege collared Hofmann's smokey offering. 

In the fag end of the frame the Griffmen missed tying the 
score only through a bit of injudicious base-running. With one 


away, Reeves shot a safety between Myer and Gerber, and 
Bluege followed with a bingle to right that put Reeves on thied. 
Bluege foolishly tried to stretch his blow, however, and was 
easily flagged by Taitt's peg to Gerber. This made useless a long 
fly to Ken Williams by Ruel, which otherwise would have gone 
as a sacrifice in cashing Reeves. 


Gerber Stops Griffmen 


A triple to the limites in left center by Myer with two gone 
in the eighth proved futile and a last-minute threat by the senators 
was snuffed with Barnes at the midway after his single in the 
ninth when Gerber made a spectacular catch of Reeves' looper 
close to the line well out in left field. 


Sox Win Second Early 


The Sox got off to a running start in the second game, 
chasing Bob Burke to the showers in the process. Flagstead's hit 
was followed by Myers' hot shot through Bluege that was scored 
as a hit and after Todt forced Buddy, Phil galloped to second 
when Kenna clutched Ken Williams’ foul close to the stand. 
Regan caromed a double off Reeves' glove to center field, scoring 
Flagstead and Todt, and Taitt rapped a triple to right center that 
counted Regan and brought Lisenbee to the hill. The latter's first 
act was to walk Gerber, but on an attempted double steal Doug 
was nipped at the platter. Lisenbee proved no more effective than 
Burke, and followed his mate to the clubhouse in round two, 
which netted the Sox a pair of markers. Heving and Flagstead 
sandwiched singles around Morris’ strike out, the bases were 
loaded when Myer walked and the tallies eventiuated on a safety 
to right by Tody. Zachary then took up the mound duties. Ken 
Williams lined to Harris and a double play resulted. 


Regan's Bat at Work 


In the third, Regan's single and theft and an error by Reeves 
gave the Sox another tally and after three barren frames they put 
over run No. 7 on Ken Williams’ two-bagger to the scoreboard, a 
Texas League double by Regan that Reeves lost and Taitt's 
sacrifice. This ended the scoring for the Sox, for Morris hit into a 
twin-killing after heving opened the eighth with a single and 
safties by Myer and Taitt in the ninth were wasted despite the fact 
an error by Reeves was sandwiched between. 

In the meantime Morris hurled with rare effectiveness. 

Barnes reached him for a triple in the initial frame only to be 
left and a pair of safeties were grouped off him to no purpose in 
the third. 

In the ninth the Senators averted a shutout through Reeves' 
triple and Kenna's single.

SOX GET A KICK OUT 
OF ECK

The greatest mistake one can make about Dennis Eckersley 
is to think that he most interested in staying healthy enough to 


collect his paycheck, the highest among Red Sox pitchers. He 
staunchly insists personal pride is just as important. 

The Eck went out last night and proved his point at the 
expense of the Cleveland Indians in a 6-3 victory for the Red Sox 
before 18,417 at Fenway Park. 

Eckersley (5-4) unveiled a new delivery, using a lower kick. 
He shrugged off the stiffness in his right shoulder and scattered 
six hits in seven innings. The result was his first victory in his last 
five starts, accomplished with the kind of pitching that used to be 
his calling card. 

Cleveland is no slouch these days, despite being last place in 
the American League East. But except for three runs in the fifth 
inning, the Indians had no chance against Eckersley, or against 
Bob Stanley, who came on to pitch the final two innings and pick 
up his 14th save. 

"It's tough sometimes," Eckersley said. "I've been hurt and 
I've had more doubts than ever about myself this season. But I 
love to win. I have a lot of pride. I make a lot of money and I like 
to perform well for the kind of money I'm making. When I don't 
perform, it's Eckersley's feathers have been ruffled many times 
this season. He began the year with a 3-1 victory before tendinitis 
put him on the sidelines from May 3-13, when he got in two 
meaningless innings against Milwaukee in a game that later was 
rained out. 

In the next four starts, beginning May 29, Eckersley won 
only once, and wasn't sharp, giving up 21 runs and 34 hits in 22.1 
innings. Each outing had some bright spots, but Eckersley was 
clearly struggling until last night, when it all came together. 

"[T had to try something," he said. "Maybe the new kick is the 
answer. It may not make me a winner, but at least by not raising 
my leg so high, I'm taking pressure off my shoulder." 

Red Sox manager Ralph Houk likes the new kick, and what 
it has done for Eckersley. 

"You can see the improvement in him game after game. He 
had better stuff this time, and he's still coming off a serious 
shoulder problem. I had Stanley ready to come after six innings, 
but Dennis felt so good he asked to go one more. He might even 
have finished the game, but why take a chance." 

Why, indeed, on a night when the Red Sox offense exploded 
for 12 hits, including home runs by Tony Armas and Jim Rice? 
Boston shot to a 6-0 lead in the first four innings against 
Cleveland starter Juan Eichelberger (4-5) and rookie reliever 
Jerry Reed and never looked back. 

Armas broke an 0-13 slump with three hits, including a solo 
home run, his 13th, in the third inning off Eichelberger. Rice 
connected with a two-run blast (No. 16) off Reed, called up over 
the weekend from Charleston, in the fourth. Boston scored three 
times in the second inning, after Eichelberger loaded the bases on 
two walks and a single by Jeff Newman. Carl Yastrzemski and 
Ed Jurak scored on a single by Glenn Hoffman, and Newman 
trotted home on a ground out by Jerry Remy. 

Cleveland bounced back for three runs in the fifth. Doubles 
by George Vukovich and Julio Franco produced one run and 
Alan Bannister slammed a home run into the left-field screen to 
bring the Indians within three. 

But the home run got to Eckersley, and his shouts and 
insults could be heard all over the park. 

"I really got ticked off when Bannister hit a home run off 
me," he said later. "Bannister took a swing like he was holding a 
tennis raquet, and I couldn't believe the ball went out. 

"I started yelling at myself, at everybody, because I was sick 
of stuff like that. I've been pitching good in spots. But I had that 
one little lapse again, and I was tired of it." 

Being disgusted paid off, Eckersley retired seven batters in a 


row after giving up a single to Mike Hargrove. The only other hit 
the Indians got the rest of the night was a ninth-inning infield hit 
off Stanley. 

"I think Dennis is real close to what he used to be," said 
Newman of Eck's progress. "He had a good slider tonight, and 
that's important. Ninety percent of the time, if I called for a 
fastball, inside or outside, he put it right where the glove was."

REDSKINS PRESENT 
FORMIDABLE DEFENSE 


Hold Cardinals After Scoring a Touchdown 
and Goal From Field - Griffith the Star

Breaking out in the second period for all their points, the 
Boston Redskins beat a talented and scrappy Chicago Cardinal 
eleven, 9 to 0, at Fenway Park before some 10,000 persons who 
braved the chill wind that swept the field It was the coldest day of 
the year for a pro football game. 

The Redskins put on a fine show for the home crowd, while 
the visiting cardinals tried everything in an effort to win or even 
to put over a score. The visiting team brought many fine players 
and the crowd marveled at their ability - and also at the way the 
Redskins held them in check. 


Griffith Star Performer 


Iron Mike Mikulak was the featured star of the Cardinals, 
and though he was in every play as a ball carrier, blocker or 
tackler it was Homer Griffith, former Southern California back, 
who stole the show. Griffith, with daring runs, passes and ultra 
fine punting, had the Redskins running helter skelter at times. 

But for all the fine work of Griffith and Mikulak, aided and 
abetted by capt. Gordon, Howie Tipton, a swell blocking end, 
Roy Horstmann, erstwhile Redskin who did some fine line 
plunging, and Frank Greene, fast-stepping back, who rivaled 
even Griffith, the visiting Cardinals were beaten and the locals 
chalked up their third straight win. 

And the reason the Redskins won was that they managed to 
weather the first period which had the wind (quite strong 
yesterday) favoring the Cardinals, and then in the second period, 
with the wind, they rushed for a touchdown and got a field goal. 
Cliff Battles was at his best, and led by Turk Edwards and Flavio 
Tosi, the Redskins' line was great in blocking on offense and in 
tackling on defense. 


Tosi in Top Form 


Flavio Tosi, the B.C. wing, was in top form, while Emie 
Concannon, the Waltham and N.Y.U. boy, who was given a day 
by his Waltham pals and tendered a check and a speech by the 
Mayor of that city, also was in there in great style. The Redskins 
made few mistakes, and after scoring nine points in the second 
half played conservative football. 

The field goal came first for the Redskins, the first they have 


scored this year. the way for the tally was paved by a startling 
interception of a Cardinal pass by Doug Wycoff, who speared the 
ball on the Cardinal 48 and breezed his way to the visiting 
13-yard line, a run of 35 yards. A touchdown loomed, but the 
Cardinals held two rushes down to six yards, and then a pass, 
though complete, gained but a yard. 


Up for a Field Goal 


Fourth down, a first down three yards away, a touchdown 
seven strides, and the ball square in front of the goal posts, the 
Redskins decided to try a field goal. So Steve Hokuf went back to 
the 25-yard line, and with Cliff Battles holding, lofted the ball 
between the crossbar for three good points. 

Homer Griffith took the opening kickoff back 42 yards, a 
great run marked by great blocking, the Cardinal star starting 
from the goal line. From there, a pass, Griffith to Mikulak made 
it first down on the redskin 46, but another pass had Battles 
intercepting on his 20 and running it back 16 yards. 

With the wind, Battles kicked to the Cardinal seven, the 
Cardinals kicked out, and then it was a swap in 15-yard penalties. 
One against the cardinal, interference on a fair catch on that kick 
out, and holding against the redskins, which finally put the the 
Bostons on the Cardinal 32-yard line. By this time, it was second 
down, 25 to go, an incomplete Redskin pass dividing the two 
penalties.

Too far away for a field goal, Steve Hokuf, quarterbacking 
the Bostons, elected to pass, and it was a down the alley aerial, 
straight to Pug Rentner, the ex-Northwestern All-American, who 
was standing alone on the one-yard line in front of the goal posts. 
It was a nice floating easily, and stepped over the line for a 
touchdown. 

On the try for the extra point, Hokuf, with Rentner holding, 
did his job well, but the Redskins were detected holding, and 
Hokuf had to try again, from the 30-yard line, and his effort was 
blocked. So it was 9-0 for the Boston proleaguers, and there 
remained an entire second half to hold the Cardinals in check. 
This the Redskins did, but in the third period it was sure touch 
and go. 
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BREAKERS REBOUND, 
STIFLE BLITZ, 21-15

Boston's defense stopped what appeared would be a Chicago 
Blitz blowout with 1:52 left in the first half last night, giving the 
Breakers an emotional high that eventually carried them to a 
21-15 victory. 

The Breakers were down, 13-0, as the clock wound down on 
the first half, but they only allowed the george Allen-coached 
Blitz two more points, and they came on an intentional safety 
with three seconds left in the game. 

The victory brought the enthusiastic crowd of 15,087 
spilling onto BU's Nickerson Fieeld and kept the Breakers’ quest 


for a USFL playoff wild card very much alive. 

Chicago, one of the better teams in the league, was 
considered Boston's biggest stumbling block in its wild-card bid. 
But the Blitz couldn't handle Boston's fired-up defense. 

After stopping two Chicago scoring bids and forcing the 
Blitz to go for foeld goals instead, the defense turned the entire 
game to Boston's advantage on the first play from scrimmage 
after the first two-minute warning. 

Chicago's fine running back, Kevin Long, was hit a ton by 
Boston linebacker Ernie Price and fumbled. Another linebacker, 
Bill Roe, fell on the ball at the 15. Breakers' quarterback Johnnie 
Walton took time and checked with the bench before calling his 
own number. 

The veteran quarterback, who had to contend with a savage 
Blitz pass rush in the first half and who was sacked only a couple 
of plays later, gave Chicago a lot of play action, stuck the ball in 
his shirt and ran for the flag. He just made it. 

The second half started and ended with the Breakers riding 
one emotional wave after another. The defense made the big 
plays and the offense took over when it had to, even though the 
Breakers managed only seven first downs in the game. 

Midway through the third period, the Breakers went ahead, 
14-13, by rolling out the flea-flicker once again. It's a play that 
worked for them a couple of times earlier this year, and this time 
it was good for 50 yards, from Walton to Nolan Franz on the 
Chicago 6. Richard Crump took it in on the next play. 

The Blitz came right back and drove 70 yards, with running 
backs Long and Tim Spencer taking turns carrying the ball. But 
the Breaker defense stiffened and Frank Corral was forced to 
attempt a 27-yard field goal. 

Again, the Breaker linebackers were coming. Marcus Marek 
blocked the kick, and the ball bounced upfield. It was scooped up 
by Boston's Daryl Wilkerson, who carried it 24 yards but 
fumbled. 

Then it was defensive back Lyndell Jones' turn. He grabbed 
the ball and rumbled for another 8 yards, and Boston had the ball 
at the Chicago 40. dario Casarino was able to use the field 
position to punt the ball on the Blitz 3. 

In the final quarter, still another Blitz fumble (forced by 
Billy Don Jackson and recovered by Mike Brewington) set up the 
final touchdown, Walton completed a couple to tight end Beau 
Coash and finished the drive off with a 9-yard toss to Crump. 

The defense had to head off two more Chicago drives, with 
Tim Smith breaking up a Tim Koegel-to-Lenny Willis pass in the 
end zone with 1:05 left in the game. 

"This defense has played as good as any in the league the 
past few games," said Breakers coach Dick Coury. "And we've 
used that flea-flicker from about every formation so far." 

The triumph advanced Boston to 9-5 and dropped Chicago 
to the same won-loss record in the Central Division. 

"It's a great win but it doesn't mean anything in the playoffs. 
That situation is so confusing. We'll go right down to the final 
game." 

Allen called the Boston victory "deserved." He said the Blitz 
could have won, but "our fumbles and other mistakes really hurt 
us." 

the Breakers must go up against still another wild-card 
wild-card contender in Birmingham in a game that has been 
moved from next Sunday afternoon to Saturday night. 
Birmingham preferred to play on Saturday night and Boston 
obliged. But Coury isn't too enthused about getting his team 
ready in five days. 
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
